The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  re- 
ported receipts  totaling  $388,200,000  in  1948  compared  with  $111,000,000  in  1939o 
Hotel  receipts  moved  from  $31,600,000  in  1939  to  $77,000,000  in  1948.

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 

the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 

345,834  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 

293 (,560  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week*  The  comparable 

total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  222,120  and  183,271.  Wholesale  trade 

establishments  reported  a  total  of  115,041  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the 

week  of  November  15,  1948,  compared  with  70,206  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the 

selected  service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  69,722;  the

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Anderson  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194S  aggregated  $18.7  million,  an  increase  of 
188  percent  over  the  $6.5  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.2  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $1.8  million  in  1939-  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.5  million 
in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
1,279  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  1,037  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939' 

These  preliminary  figures  have -been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Anderson 
County,  Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Palestine.  Final  figures, 
superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Anderson  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin 
for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made 
available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION    OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS    OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  i.,  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

ANDREWS  COUNTY,  TEX. 

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Andrews  County,  Texas,  shoved  a 

substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  19U8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U„  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^-8  aggregated  $2.9  million,  an  increase  of  867 
percent  over  the  $0.3  million  in  1939,  ^©n  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$170,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $17,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8  for 
the  above  trades-  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  138  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  32  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Andrews  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Andrews  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses,  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have   a  considerable  effect   in  comparing 


1948  with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enJ  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
382  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  167  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Bailey  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Bailey  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expectei  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  fi-jai  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  tae  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1339. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
toorist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
Kowever,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  n amber  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as   well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  feavt  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1S39  data,  particular?.? 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purpose?,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  ia  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cenans  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  con^anios  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  3ales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  retnrned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  .ire  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  vers 
paid  for  wording  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
it  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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Retail^  wholesale  and  servie*  establishments  located  In  Bell  County,  Texas,  showed  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  I939  to  1?48  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Bexar  County,  Texas, 
showprl  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S„  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  ^388 „4-  million,  an  increase  of 
252  percent  over  the  $110,3  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken,,  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  290  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $4.85 0 8  million  in  194-8  as  compared  with  $124-. 7  million 
in  1939o  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $25 ol  million  in  194-8  compared  with  $9°1  million  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts 
moved  from  $3  06  million  in  1939  to  $11  el  million  in  194-8  0  Amusement  businesses  in  the

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  acconnting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  aeries  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,'  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  oi  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definit ion.  — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Wholesale  sales  in.  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $75 • 7  million  in  19^8  as 
compared  with  $17.1  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $3°  9  million  in  19kQ   compared  with  $1.0  million 
in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  Dnited  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 

1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series,  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  let  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June

ECTOR  COUNTY,  TEX* 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Ector  County,  Texas,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $42.7  million,  an  increase  of  374 
percent  over  the  $9.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $76.0  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$10.4  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $2.6  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.5  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  3,089 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  1,336  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Ector  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Odessa.  Final  figures,  superseding  the 
preliminary  data  for  Ector  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas 
to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

$3°0  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $853,000  in  19*1-8  compared  with  $221,000  in  1939o 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,173 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15*  1948,  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  959  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939°

Retail,  wholesale;  and  service  establishments  located  in  Freestone  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S0  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $8.0  million,  an  increase  of  167 
percent  over  the  $3.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

County,  TexaSj  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Teague.   Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Freestone  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for 
the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1988, 
1985,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1989  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eetabliehment  definition.— for  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
fro^  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the .annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  «*?™"*°B 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. _ 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  defini t ion.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  3eparate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —"1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  bat  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail^,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Gray  County,  Texas,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $29.8  million,  an  increase  of 
192  percent  over  the  $10 . 2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $18 .7  million  in  I948  as  com- 
pared with  $7.6  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.9  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.5  million  in  1939. 

Employment-  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,918 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  1,496  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Gray  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  .the  city  of  Pampa.  Final  figures,  superseding  the 
preliminary  data  for  Gray  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas 
to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  pre- 
liminary and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION    OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS    OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President".  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
men  t  s. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  wnic'u  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient   number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and   1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect   in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment. 
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HARRISON  COUNTY,  TEX. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Harrison  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  of  Business,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $28.3  million,  an  increase  of 
208  percent  over  the  $9.2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
takeno  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $7.4  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $3.1  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.6  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.5  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  l,9t>9 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with 
a  total  of  1,299  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Harrison  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Marshall.  Final  figures  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Harrison  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State 
of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this 
year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single  copy

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Hidalgo  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $87.2  million,  an  increase  of 
345  percent  over  the  $19.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  I9I+8  aggregated  $19 08  million,  an  increase  of  219 
percent  over  the  $6.2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $10.7  million  in  I9I+8  as  compared  with 
$5 »9  million  in  1939-  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $789,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $260,000  in  1939. 

Retail  trade  establishments  in  the  county  reported  1,053  paid  employees  for  the 
workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  For  the  same  week  in  19^8,  wholesale  trade 
establishments  reported  78  paid  employees  and  the  selected  service  trades  reported  1^-1 
paid  employees. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hill  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Hillsboro.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Hill  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  bnt  the  changes .are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business.  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as

Retail  establishments  located  in  Hudspeth  County,  Texas,  showed  a  substantial  ex- 
pansion in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $1.7  million,  an  increase  of  240 
percent  over  the  $0„5  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken, 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trade.  Retail  establishments  reported  a  total  of  80  paid  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 .  This  compared  with  a  total  of  57  em- 
ployees reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hudspeth 
County,  Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Hudspeth  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
193S,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Bnsiness  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Bnsiness  Censns.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933.  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses,  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have   a  considerable  effect   in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  Dnited  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  Dnited  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9=year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. _ 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count.

Retail,  wholesale,,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Live  Oak  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  "to  19^-8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce,, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $5»1  million,  an  increase  of  2^0 
percent  over  the  $1.5  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  coutvty  reached  a  total  of  $2.0  million  in  19^8  as 
compared  with  $0.%  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $137,000  in  I9I+8  compared  with  $42,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
312  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^-8.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  I87  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Live  Oak 
County,  Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Live  Oak  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  McLennan  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $114.3  million,  an  increase  of 
285  percent  over  the  $29.7  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION    OF    PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS    OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  eipected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Menard  County,  Texas,  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $4.0  million,  an  increase  of  186 
percent  over  the  $1.4  million  in  193 9,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $63,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $41,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  decreased  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  156  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  171  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939- 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Menard  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Menard  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Mills  County,  Texas,  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 'Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  #3.6  million,  an  increase  of  157 
percent  over  the  $1.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $159,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $31,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  206  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  157  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Mills  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Mills  County,  will  be  in- 
cluded in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months..

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planted  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Ceasus  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  ot  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind~of -business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  ander  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  delined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  is  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hoxels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusemeuts,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades«  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  863  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  580  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Montgomery 
County,  Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Conroe.   Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Montgomery  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for 
the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Morris  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $4.2  million,  an  increase  of  250 
percent  over  the  $1.2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  1500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  buciness  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —  "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  end  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Navarro  County,  Texas,  showed  a  substan- 
tial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the 
1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commeroe. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $27.4  million,  an  increase  of  I9I  percent  over 
the  $9.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken,   VTholesale  sales  in  the 
oounty  reached  a  total  of  $19.3  million  in  1948  as  compared  vrith  $5.1  million  in  I939.   The  service 
trade*  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.6  million  in  1948  compared 
with  $0.5  million  in  I939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  I939  and  I948  for  the  above 
trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  2,025  paid  employees  for  the 
workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  I948.  This  compared  with  a  total  of  1,610  employees  reported 
for  the  week  of  November  15,  I939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Navarro  County,  Texas,  which 
also  iiioludes  data  for  tha  city  of  Corsioana.   Pinal  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for 
Navarro  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  monthso 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties 
and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
fignres  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Censns  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Roberts  County,  Texas,  showed  an  ex- 
pansion in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $725,000,  an  increase  of  64 
percent  over  the  $443,000  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$14,000  in  1948  compared  with  $11,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  decreased  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
29  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 „  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  42  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Roberts  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Roberts  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  ol  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Censns  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION   OF    PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.

SCURRY  COUNTY,  TEX. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Scurry  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S„  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $9.3  million,  an  increase  of  244 
percent  over  the  $2.7  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

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SHERMAN  COUNTY,  TEX. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Sherman  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^3  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $3.5  million,  an  increase  of  483 
percent  over  the  $0.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

This  compared  with  a 
total  of  6l  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Sherman  County, 
Texas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Sherman  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION    OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
connty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1989  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Proprietor*.— "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  IB,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments -located  in  Tyler  County,  Texas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  touay  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  v6.7  million,  an  increase  of  272 
percent  over  the  .,$1.8  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  -$1.4  million  in  19^   as  compared  with 
$0.2  million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  includeo  in  the  Census  of  business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  &L71,000  in  1948  compared  with  $42,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  334 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  185  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels;

ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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WHEELER  COUNTY,  TEX* 

Retail, wholesale,  and  service  establishment  located  in  Wheeler  County,  Texas,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $9.9  million,  an  increase  of  200 
percent  over  the  $3.3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.6  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.7  million  in  193 9«  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $510,000  in  1948  compared  with  $179,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  591  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  446  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Wheeler  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Shamrock.  Final  figures,  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Wheeler  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of 
Texas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in 
preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single  copy  of  the 
preliminary  release  for  Wheeler  County  as  well  as  an  order  blank  for  other  area  releases 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  aeries  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements ,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.

The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  ths.t  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Zavala  County,  Texas,  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S„  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $5.1  million,  an  increase  of  292 
percent  over  the  $1,3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  5194, 000 
in  1948  compared  with  $38,000  in  1939.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of 
$584,000  in  1948,  a  decrease  from  the  $652,000  reported  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  rose  over  the  9-vear  period  between  1939  and  1948  for  the 
above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  336  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  201  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Zavala  County, 
Texas,  which  also  includes  data  for  Crystal  City.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  prelim- 
inary data  for  Zavala  Uounty,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Texas  to 
be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in;  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  resnlts  of 
the  1948  Censns  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1989  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades,  i  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salem  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Pull  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $16.7  million,  an  increase  of 
283  percent  over  the  04.3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  area  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cen«u«.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Pull  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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CACHE  COUNTY,  UTAH 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Cache  County,  Utah, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  19°9  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  O-year  period  between  193  Q  and  1°48 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

1,954  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1^48.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  1,249  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939«

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  19  39  Business  Census.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Juab  County,  Utah, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S„  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  ^4.9  million,  an  increase  of 
206  percent  over  the  $1.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.   Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
250  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared 
with  a  total  of  187  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

SALT  LAKE  COUNTY,  UTAH 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Salt  Lake  County,  Utah, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  "in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $266.8  million,  an  increase  of 
206  percent  over  the  $87.1  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  287  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $522.2  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $135.1 
million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $18.5  million  in  1948  compared  with  $6.5  million  in  1939.  Amusement 
businesses  in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $4.9  million  in  1948.  No  comparable 
figure  for  1939  is  available  *>, 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments 
reported  16,488  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of 
these,  12,534  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable 
total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  11,595  and  8,966.  Wholesale  trade  estab- 
lishments reported  a  total  of  9,433  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  1948,  compared  with  5,304  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  2,904;  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  2,329* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Salt  Lake 
County,  Utah.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  Bingham  Canyon,  Mid vale,  Murray, 
South  Salt  Lake,  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Salt  Lake  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Utah  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps4  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Uintah  County,  Utah, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  5.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $7.1  million,  an  increase  of 
344  percent  over  the  $1.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $919,000  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $675,000  in  1939»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $273,000  in  1948  compared  with  $50,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
328  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  202  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Uintah 
County,  Utah.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Uintah  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Utah  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
Is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
t he  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  inf or- 
ation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
ousmess  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
mder  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establ ishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors . — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod jre  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
numb.r  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

WEBER  COUNTY,  UTAH 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Weber  County,  Utah,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-2  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  194-3  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  co";nty  during  194-2  aggregated  ^75. 5  million,  an  increase  of  276 
percent  over  the  C20.1  milMon  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  §141*3  million  in  194-2  as  compared  with 
033.7  million  in  1939.  Th^  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $4*8  mil  .ion  in  194-S  compared  with  51.4-  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  coun:y  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-2  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  6,322 

paid  employees  for  the  wor  week  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-3.  This  compared  with  a

VERMONT 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Vermont  showed  a  substan- 
tial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $335.0  million,  an  increase  of 
171  percent  over  the  $123.4  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  194  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $167.8  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $57 ol 
million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $11.7  million  in  1948  compared  with  $5.4  million  in  1939.  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $2.9  million  in  1939  to  $8,2   million  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $4.1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $2.0  million  in 
1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
15,918  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
12,922  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable 
figures  for  1939  were  12,174  and  9,854.  Wholesale  trade  establishments  reported  a 
total  of  3,128  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1948,  com- 
pared with  2,364  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service  trades,  November 
15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  1,697 J  the  comparable  figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for 
change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  1,308.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1848  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kiad-of-busisess  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  umber  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of

WASHINGTON  COUNTY,  VT. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Washington  County, 
Vermont,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1943  Census  of  Business  released  today  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Windsor  County,  Vermont, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  3ureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $35.8  million,  an  increase  of 
175  percent  over  the  $13.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 

'.V 

taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $14.1  million  in  1948  as 

compared  with  $5.9  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 

Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.4  million 

in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

1,941  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  1,471  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Windsor  County, 
Vermont,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  villages  of  Springfield  and  Windsor.  Final 
figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data,  for  Windsor  County,  will  be  included  in  a 
Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Vermont  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will 
be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties 
and  States.

This  series  of„w»leases,  of  which 'one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  13'  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

•11  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.
